I Couinth, duly 2, — Eight regimonts pf Rebel 
cavalry under Gen. Chambers attacked (Jul. Sheri- 
dan's advance guard two milcv north of Melville, 
at 8 o'clock yesterday : a part of our force made 
a brilliant dash on the enemy's rear, alarming them 
SO much that Col. Sheridan, was enabled to hold 
them. At three o'clock the enemy commenced 
retreating. Nn report of the loss. 

Chicago, July 2d.— Letters from Fort Benton, 
8th of June say the expedition under Lieut. Mill- 
lan, reached here that dny from Oregon, having 
been cnuiugid four years in opening nn immigra- 
tion and military roud from the Columbia lliver to 
the Missouri. A portion of the command is des- 
tined for the Missouri, the remainder under Lieut. 
Mullan will return to Walla Walla. They report 
k'reat discoveries on the American fork of Hell's 
Gate and Chief .Mountain Luke.

Arrival of the Eliza Anderson. 



TWO DAYS I, AT EH WAR NEWS! 

The Battles before Richmond 



The Federals Claim Hie Victor) 



The steamer F.lizn. Anderson arrived fro;n 01} m- 
pia at i o'clock this morning, with two days later 
nows from the scat of war : 

Washington, 3il. — A despatch from Mc- 
Clellan to tliu War Department, from Itreclc- 
Icy Bar, July 31, says lie has succeeded in 
getting lo thai place, on the banks of James 
river, and has lost but one gun, which was 
abandoned — that the rear wagon train was 
within one mile ol camp, only one wagon 
having been abandoned. We had a severe 
fight on Tuesday, we beat the enemy badly, 
our men fighting even butler than before : 
thai the men were in good spirits, and that 
reinforcements had arrived from Washing- 
ton. 

Our total loss dining the whole six days 
of terrific lig'iting till .Monday night, about 
12,1)00—7,000 of whom were "lost in the bat- 
tle of Friday, on the light wing. A special 
despatch to the Boston Journal estimates the 
total loss at 15,000. 

Fortress MojTroe, July 2d. — The steamer 
Daniel Webster, from City Point, with n 
number of wounded has arrived. A gentle- 
man having charge of them informs me that 
yesterday was Iho sixth day of the battle. 
The most terrific fighting extended it long the 
whole line. Our loss will reach from 15.0U0 
to 20,000. 

McClellan's head quarters are at Hard- 
ing's Landing. To-day his line extends five 
miles above, towards Richmond. This 
move of the right wing was planned ten days 
ago, and would have been carried out but 
for certain reasons which it is nut proper to 
stale. 

Notwithstanding the enemy's force was 
greatly superior lo ours in every action, they 
have been repulsed oftener than we have, 
and their loss exceeds cuts. 

Our informant says McClellan and his staff 
assert that the present position of the army is 
far more advantageous as a base of opera- 
tions against Richmond than hitherto occu- 
pied. The gunboats can now materially aid 
in carrying on tho war. The enemy's force, 
as statetl by prisoners, was 150,000 men, 
while our effective force did not exceed 95,- 
000. 

New York, July .'). — The Herald bus de- 
tailed reports of the battle of Thursday. Fri- 
day and Saturday, from which it appears that 
the right wing ol our army, consisting of 20,- 
000 men, were attacked on Friday, by a rebel 
force of not less than fit), DIM) men, and after a 
severe light our troops crossed the Chicuhonii- 
ny in good order. On Saturday night ami 
Sunday our whole force under lleint/.letnan, 
Keys and Sumner fell back along the line of 
the railroad and the Williamsburg road and 
marched to James river. The rebels crossed 
the Cliieulioiiiiiiy in great force on Sunday, 
reaching the railroad, but made no pursuit, re- 
maining half an hour in possession of the 
ground occupied by our troops both sides of 
the Chiekuhominy, including the bridges and 
earthworks we had erected against their ap- 
proach. All our stores were withdrawn, with 
much loss, of course. There was tremendous 
fighting during the movements and heavy loss 
on both sides. 

The Times' correspondent states that McClellan 
established his headquarters Monday nn Malvon 
Hill, (me mile back of Turkey Island bend. At 2 
o'clock Monday, 1'. M., bring was heard in the di- 
rection of White Oak .Swamp, where Ayres was 
holding the rebels in check, who were attempting 
to cross an Immense force. The rebel artillery 
mid cavalry, fresh from Richmond, then appeared 
on our left, when Porter's and Key's commands 
went to resist the enemy, A most terrific light en- 
sued — it became evident that I he overwhelming 
force of the rebels was gaining, when the gunboats 
opened with the 51-poundcro upon the enemy: the 
fight continued till dark. About lo o'clock in the 
evening the Prince Do Joiuvillc, Duke I)c Char- 
tros and Count l)e Paris left headquarters, em- 
barked on gunboat Jaeoli Bell with official dis- 
patches from McClellan to Government. When 
she left, all was quiet along the river. 

Nkw YORK, Jul}' 3, — The World's correspon- 
dent from the battlu Held has arrived. He says 
McClellan's advance on Tuesday was within 13 
miles of Richmond, The enemy were terribly re- 
pulsed in Monday's battle, which was desperate in 
llie extreme, and were repulsed at four different 
points, when they prcs-ed Ilciutzlcman hard, but 
Bumper went to his relief and the enemy were fi- 
nally repulsed with gicat slaughter, llcintzleman 
captured 8 guns and a whole brigade, including 
their^afnloncl, Pendleton ol Louisiana, ex- Con- 
gressman Lamar, and McGowan of .South Caro- 
lina. All our siege guns have been safely removed 
to tho river except one. Our transportation is all 
safe except 73 wagons. 

In Monday's tight were Kearny, Honker, Rich- 
ardson and McCilll. The leserve under McC.ill 
Buffered severely. Gens. McCall and Reynolds 
are probably taken prisoners, 't he rebel general 
Stonewall Jackson is killed. In the action of 
Monday the gunboats Galena and Aroostook shell- 
ed the river road upon which the e uemy attempted 
to advance. They retreated precipitately as soon 
as the shelling commenced. 

Our troops arc greatly exhausted but still in ex- 
cellent spirits. 

Wasiiinotok, July 1.— The President has de- 
cided to cnll into service an additional foicc of 300,- 
000 men, and recommends that the troops, chiefly 
infantry, be immediately enrolled, so as to bring 
the iniquitous civil war to a speedy and successful 
termination. 

Boston, July 2. -Gov. Andrews issued a. call 
to tho people of Mftisaohuaetl'a t" till u» to the

Tho Great Railroad. 

The Government gives toward the construc- 
tion of the Pacific Railroad, under the terms 
of the bill that has just passed Congress, 
$40,000,000, and an urea of public lands two 
thousand miles long by six wide. These lands 
now — the vast proportion thereof— are now al- 
most worthless ; but by the very construction 
of this road they are of course rendered im- 
mensely valuable. The s'uinu advantages in re- 
spect of land donations are secured to the 
branch roads that may be built. 

The different sections of the road are to be 
commenced simultaneously, jr as nearly so as 
is possible; and the quickness of 'completion 
is commanded peremptorily by the terms of 
the bill. 

The simple letter of the bill provides thor- 
oughly and sharply against any abuse in its 
provisions by unfair contracts, inferior work or 
unjust seizure ol lauds or improper obtaining 
of bonds. All these arc guarded against by 
the direct language of the measure — not by 
special lenders, that might lie conveniently con- 
strued thus or so, as the cunning of dishonest 
contractors might devise or contend. 

When the railroad is completed — supposing 
that it will not he completed within ten years 
— -the American through travel Irom Califor- 
nia to the Fast, and from the f ast to Califor- 
nia, will amount, ut the lowest reasonable cal- 
culation, to $50,000 per diem receipts, placing 
Iho cost of a through ticket at only $50. This 
is considering the literal American through 
travel alone. This would sum up, in a year, 
to 818.258,000 receipts. This is saying noth- 
ing about what is termed " way travel,;"! 
nothing about European travel to this side oi 
(he Continent, and lo Asia and the islands ol 
the Pacific. 

Then think of the freight that will pass over 
this road. All the teas and silks manufactured 
in Asia, and used in Europe and the Atlantic 
States will puss over this road. And these 
single item?, when you count their burden up, 
reach an immense figure. And then of other 
classes of freight — t'.ie burden that will surely 
he offered will be enormous. 

The stockholders get at least 7,780,000 
acres of land. The value of this will at 
least average .'fo per acre. This will amount 
to 838,400,000, Now it is estimated, as an 
outside figure, that the road will cost $100,- 
000,000. Towards this the Government 
gives in bonds and land, nearly f 80,000,000. 
So the Government nearly pays for the road ! 

The bonds are virtually given — as we pru- 
SUuied all along — to the companies; for they 
are to be paid for ill work lor the Govern- 
ment, which can be rendered, when the road 
is completed, at an almost nominal expense. 

At least 1,200 miles of llie road can be 
constructed at a cost but a tritlo exceeding 
the price of the iron. 

The uniting effect of tho railroad may be 
illustrated by imagining that the mountains, 
and vast plainb and deserts thai now separ- 
ate us from the Eastern Slates had been 
stiuk, and California had been drawn up to 
llie western skirts of Kansas.

festo must be framed to " place the facts of 
the case beforo the public of Great Britain 
through the press." The object of the mani- 
festo, it says, is to " prove unmistakably the 
ulterior objects which these infamous ex- 
BggerntOi'8 had in view," and to teach the 
London Times how it has been made "the 
dup3 of a few designing men with their 
twenty-five thousand acres of land to dis- 
pose of to the newly arrived at a thousand 
percent, on the filial cost." It also tells 
ns that those newly arrived immigrants havo 
been induced " to give up comfortable hvli- 
lioods in England to be thrown helpless on 
the cost of Vancouver Island." No reflect* 
iug person can couple this last assertion 
with the motives attributed to "the infamous 
exaggerntors," without perceiving that ono 
assertion of the Press refutes the other. If 
the logic of our cotemporary be true— if a 
few designing mini wished to sell them 
25,000 acres of lam! at 1000 per cent, profit, 
how is it possible bo make such an expecta- 
tion tally with inducing men to come here 
"to be thrown helpless on the cost of Van- 
couver Island ?'' There never could be a 
greater absurdity set forth. The very class 
of men who are forced to pay the largest 
amount of taxes, the men who in caso of 
necessity will have to pay for the support 
of people ''thrown helplessly on the cost of 
Vancouver Island," instead of being design- 
ing men, would be the veriest fools imagina- 
ble. But no ono will admit for a moment 
that the landholders, or merchants, trades- 
men, or ship-owners of this colony or British 
Columbia, were jjsticli fouls as to pursue a 
cuurfe adverse to their own interests. 

On the contrary, what every ono Imows — 
what everybody conversant with the country 
knows to be true — must bo admitted, that is, 
that as a general thing there has been no de- 
sign on the part of any oue to send abroad 
statements about this country .vi'.ii the ob- 
ject of deceiving any body. -Whou the fabu> 
lous wealth of Cariboo was demonstrated 
Jast fall, beyond the possibility of a doubt, 
every one — not merely landholders, but mer- 
chants, traders, professional men, mechanics 
and all — labored assiduously to acquaint 
their friends abroad with w hat they behoved 
.to be the real and actual state and prospects 
of the country. They were willing to wel- 
come immigrants to share with them the 
wealth of the country; and if they did not 
paint every difficulty m the gloomy colors 
of our croaking cotemporary, it is because 
they regarded the hardships of a pioneer life 
as a passing dijiicully — something that they 
hud met over and over again — something 
with which they were familiar, but which 
.was inseparable from now countries every- 
where that it was deemed a matter of gen- 
eral kno\vlnl<">_ in England as well as Can- 
ada — they did not color strongly the difficul- 
ties that beset the pioneer. - in our country 
because they believed that the English and 
Canadians were "bone of '.hsirbcae and llesh 
of their licsh," and could encounter the hard 
ships of a now country in the same uncon 
fp'erable spirit with which Englishmen have 
founded fifty colonies in every part of the 
globe. Intentional deception, we maintain, 
has had no part in the accounts sent to Can 
ada or England respecting our mines. If 
any trifling exaggeration or omission has 
been made, it has been due to the eagerness 
with which our residents, one and all, havo 
spread abroad the intelligence of golden dis- 
coveries in the Bald Hills. Any ono, like 
our cotcmpornry, who states that deception 
has been a prime object in the diffusion of 
mining intelligence lioiri the Colony, utters 
wdiat is a slander — w hat is untrue ; and in 
no way can he have the true interests of the 
Colony at hear t. 

In the British possessions of tho Pacific 
wo possess a country that in five or ten years 
time will be second to none in North America. 
It has all the elements of future greatness, 
and only awaits the influx of capital and labor 
to make it rich, happy, and prosperous. The 
mass of thoso who have encountered here 
the hardships of pioneer life during tho last 
four years, have done as well or better than 
thoy could have done elsewhere. They ace 
the country growing up rapidly around thorn 
everywhere. Under such circumstances and 
with such prospects, we regard the attempts 
of our cotemporary to stir up dissatisfaction 
among immigrants as factious, and injurious 
alike to the country ami to themselves, We 
have not the sirnrilesL objection either to 
Canadians or English .writing home the full- 
est details about the country, so long as they 
are truthful. But wo warn thorn against be- 
ing made the tools of any one. and yet reach 
no practical object. Every immigrant who 
arrives here with or without capital, has but 
ono object— 1„ better his position. Wo ask, 
can that bo attained by holding meetings to 
inn down the country ! That is what tho 
factious tendency of our cotemporary is 



.. ... i/uutornia or 
^.uoirana that attempted, like our cotempor- 
ary, to delude immigrants into writing mani- 
festoes in tho place of counselling and as- 
sisting them in finding something to do. 

Every resident in this and the neighbor- 
ing colony feels a warm interest in tho pros- 
perity of every immigrant who conies to tho 
country. In tho place of a demonstration 
against the country, there ought to be one 
in its favor. Our small population has 
wotkod wonders within four yoars. Let the 
same patience, perseverance, and energy bo 
shown by new-comers that has been shown 
by their predecessors. Let residents and 
immigrants unite to build up, not pull down. 
That is the kind of demonstration required. 
We favor demonstration that does good ; not 
evil ; what will enrich men ; not make 
them poorer. It has already beiMi suggested 
— the movement has already begun to take 
shape and form— to establish an Emigration 
Board from among our respectable citizens, 
whose object it shall bo to counsel, assist, 
and promote in every way possible the in- 
terests of the immigrants who arrive in the 
country. Such a movement — such a dem- 
onstration of public spirit— will do good. 
Good counsel to an immigrant will often 
provo of moto value on his arrival than 
money. It would be the teaching and assist- 
ance of experience and friendship— of men 
who haves summered and wintered and 
prospered in tho country ; who know what 
the hardships and difficulties of a new coun- 
try are, and what is the best way to over- 
come thein. Such a demonstration we hope 
will soon occur ; and we trust that our resi- 
dents, old and new, will unite in the pro- 
motion of such an object. 

War News. 

Tho anxiety of our readers to hear the de- 
tails of the fight before Richmond maybe 
partially satisfied by reference to our col- 
umns. There has been some great battles 
fought, and a greater destruction of life within 
six days than at -any other period during 
the war. If wo can rely on our telegrams 
nearly 40,000 men have been killed mid 
wounded— 20,000 on each side. Wo may 
well entertain doubts whether any-such num- 
ber have been killed or disabled. But that 
there was a great sacrifice of life no one can 
doubt. As we read the news received 
by the last three arrivals, Gen. McClellan 
with the Federal army was at Fair Oaks, 
and between the Chiokahominy and York 
Itiver on the northwest, and north of Rich- 
mond. Ho had intended to movo across the 
peninsula to dames River, on the banks of 
which Richmond is built. Beforo that plan 
was executed he was attacked by the Con- 
federates, and a six day's battle ensued. 
Before the battle was commenced on tho 
first day,the Federals wero within five miles 
of the Confederate capital ; ami at the con- 
clusion they were on James Rivor 6omo ten 
or fifteen miles below that city. Our ac- 
counts are too imperfect to say whether the 
Federals were severely defeated, or what 
substantial success tho Confederates gained. 
Yet from the dim light thrown on the mat- 
ter, we conclude that tho Southern com- 
manders havo gained but little. They have 
evidently been tho chief means of driving 
McClellan from his position just as ho was 
ready to move. But it does not appear that the 
Federal nrmy has been so severely crippled 
as to render it unfit for ollensive operations. 
If the Confederates had succeeded in their 
design of completely breaking up the army 
of their antagonists, their generals might bo. 
crowned with laurels. But whilst their de- 
sign was good, they did_ not execute it well. 
To have executed their design fully the 
Federals should have boon completely rout- 
ed. Instead of lhat,we find McClellan strong- 
ly posted at Turkey Bend, on James Rivor. 
He has thus gained a position in which the 
river and gunboats protect his rear. Com- 
munication with his transports and mortar 
fleet is open , and nothing to prevent him 
from being reinforced. His position — his 
base of operations is better than before. 
This is admittedly so by the Richmond pa- 
pers, as they have said that tho only way in 
which thu Federals could capture the city 
was by way of James liver and tho Chioka- 
hominy. Assuming that thu Federals are 
ablo to hold their position, all that they re- 
quire is force enough to follow up tho river 
and rogularly bosicgo tho Confederates. 

Fort Darling,, about live miles below 
Richmond, has to bo carried by assault like 
the Malako/for Redan ; whatever obstructions 
exists to tho navigation of the river have to bo 
cleared; and it is only a question of time, men 
and generalship to reduce tho place. Looking 
at the results — and it is the results not tho 
battle lor which armies contend — Lho Feder- 
als if partially defeated occupy a bolter posi- 
tion than beforo; ono with ordinary general- 
impregnable, Throughout lho South.- thu 
ship which the Confederates are likely to find 
ardor of the pooplo may bo inflamed, but 
the awed stillnoss of lho North promises a 
more torriblo struggle than ever.

Additional from Stickeen. 
The sloops John Dickson and Kaglo ar- 
rived yesterday morning ftom the mouth of 
Stickeen River, haying loft (hat point at the 
same time as the North Star. The Dickson 
brings confirmatory reports of the richness 
of the gold mines, and 42-10 in amalgam 
dust. William Johnson, the owner of l!io 
richest claim yet struck on the river, told 
our informant that he would not exchange 
his ciaim for the best in Cariboo. Tho Flying 
Dutchman was announced to leave for her 
seond trip for up-river on tho 30th. The 
Russians, who arrived from Sitka as tho 
North Star was leaving, gave the Indians 
two barrels of whiskey They have estab- 
lished a custom-house at tho mouth of the 
river, and say that they propose examining 
tho papers of all vessels that in future may 
put in there. One hundred and fifty men 
•were repairing arid strengthening canoes at 
Stickeen Ranch, which is five miles below 
tho mouth, wdien the Dickson sailed. As 
goon as the water falls it is their intention to 
proceed to the diggings. Forty-fivo miles 
below Stickeen tho Dickson saw two Italians 
belonging to tho trailing schooner Langley 
who reported that their vessel had been run 
upon the rocks and stove. The sloop Re- 
porter, with a German and a crazy China- 
man aboard, was spoken at; tho way down. 
The Chinaman was one of the three Celes- 
tials who were refused permission to ascend 
the river by the Indians. Tho schooner Re- 
becca had arrived at the mouth of the river. 
The sloop Native was 15 miles, and the 
schooner Elizabeth, 00 miles south of Stick - 
eirii The schooner Nonpareil was spoken 
120 miles below Fort Simpson ; tho Vic- 
toria Packet in Johnson's Straits ; and sloop 
Emily Jones near Fort Rupert. All these 
vessels wero boun 1 for Stickeen River with 
froight and passengers. The In linns at 
Fort Simpson werj nearly all drunk and 
very troublesome. At Bella Bella only 
nbout 40 of tho tribo were found alive, tho 
remainder had been swept off by the sm.dl-

Muunen A.s'i) Summary Execution. — 
On Monday, 30th ult., says the Steilacoem 
( W. T.) herald, a native of tho Flowery 
Kingdom, who had been for some two years 
a resident of Steilaconm, during which he 
accumulated several huudred dollars, met 
with his death at tho hands of an Indian by 
being precipitated head foremost from tho 
top of tho bank in tho rear of the Masonic 
Hall. His head struck upon a log in falling 
inflicting injuries from which he died in 
about an hour. Coroner Collins held an in- 
quest upon the Chinaman's body, which re- 
sultod in charging an Indian named Hyusum 
with the crime of his murder. It seems 
that Hyusum, who was well-known as a 
vicious and worthless Indian, knew that the 
Chinaman possessed a considerable sum of 
money, which ho carried in a bait about his 
person, and had determined to rob him. An 
opportunity for this purpose presented itself 
on the Chinaman approaching tho edge of 
the bank, when the Indian crept up stealthily 
behind him and pushed him over. The In- 
dian immediately descended to tho beach to 
finish his bloody work, and was in tho act of 
crushing tho skull of the ptoitrate man with 
a largo stone, when ho was suddenly made 
aware of the presence of witnesses in tho 
persons of one or two other Indians. The 
murderer fled; but was subsequently caught 
near town, tried by cili/.ens, found guilty ol 
murder and hanged. A Chinaman acted as 
executioner.

Letter from Stickeon River. 



Mourn Stickeen River, 

June 2!>th, 1862. 

Messrs. * * * 1 arrived 

hero three days ago, in twenty-three days 
from Victoria, and found a good many men 
nncamped, fixing up boats and canoes to go 
up river. Somo men returned from the up 
river to purchase provisions, and report the 
country good. Ono man (a Mr. William 
Carponler) took out S9T0 in one week, and 
reports men making from 3 1 to 9 ounces per 
day ; but there are not man}' men at work 
yet. the water being too high. All are in 
good spirits. The steamer Flying Dutch- 
man has just returned from a trip up the 
river. She wont up about 170 miles, and 
reports the river very shallow — very big bars 
making out all along the way. 

Some of the steamboat men prospected 
the river where they took in wood, and told 
me they found tho prospect good, but think 
it will ba better when tho river falls. I 
havo sent down over two hundred dollars in 
gold dust to Phillips, Do Young k Co., fur 
goods, which I had with me. I traded also 
some furs from the Indians. 

I shall commence to build a house at the 
head of steamboat navigation, which will be 
in the centre of tho mines, so far as known 
yet.

Wo clip tho following from a lato parlia- 
mentary report : 

Mr. Malcolm asked tho Under Secretary 
of State for the Colonies whether the n t ton- I 
lion of Her Majesty's Government had been j 
directed to an advertisement in the Timet of i 
the 17th instant, of tho British Columbia 
Overland Transit Company, and to tho pro- 
spectus that had been issued by the said 
company, in which offers aro made to con- 
vey 500 emigrants from England to British 
Columbia direct, the passage-money to be 
£42, and tho journey to occupy five wecki ; 
whether ho was awaro that a vessel was to 
start from Glasgow on the 31st of May with 
a large number of persons who had engaged 
their passages in the terms 61 such advertise- 
ments ; whether Her Majesty's Emigration 
Commissioners had satisfied themselves that 
tho British Columbia Transit Company had 
made arrangements, and had it in their 
power, to carry the emigrants to Rritish Co- 
lumbia in terms of their advertisement; and 
whether they had considered the probability 
of the intended emigrants being starved be- 
tween Montreal anil British Columbia. 

Mr. Baring said tho advertisement had no! 
escaped tho attention of tho Government, and 
a report had been received from the Emi- 
gration Commissioners, who had thought it 
their duty to inquire into the facts of the 
case, and to invite soma one connected with 
the company to give information. Accord- 
ingly Colonel Sleigh, representing tho com- 
pany, wont to tho Commissioners, and assur- 
ed them that all the preparations specilied 
in the advertisement had been made, and 
that tho parties who would bo sent out 
would consist of about a hundred able-bodied 
young men, and Ihut no women or children 
would be of tho party.

As Good as the Cocos Island Yarn. — 
Here is an Oriental yarn w hich equals those 
in tho Arabian Nights, and quite throws 
Captain Kidd in the shade. The details are 
reported from Constantinople, and aro said 
lo he strictly true : 

It was in 1 826 that Ali Pasha, reputed to 
bo the richest man in the East, received from 
Sultan Mahommed the silken bow-string, or, 
in other words, an order lo put himself to 
death. Before obeying, Ali Pasha got some 
of his slaves to bury all his treasure, silver, 
gold and jewels, estimated at an enormous 
sum, and with his own hands killed iho ser- 
vants whom ho had employed lo do the 
work. Since that period overy search lo 
discover the bidden hoard has been fruitless, 
and the affair was almost forgotten; when 
last year the Hungarian Gen. Gall, formerly 
in the service of the Porto, met in Constan- 
tinople an old lady, who assured him that 
fho knew Iho spot whore the treasure had 
been concealed. She had been in the harem 
of Ali Pasha, and was tho only one with that 
knowledge spared by tho Pasha. Gen. Call 
addressed himself lo his countryman, Col. 
Schneider, who, by tho influence! of Sir. H. 
Bulwcr, obtained a firman from the Sultan, 
securing to the old favorite of Ali Pasha and 
the Hungarian officers one-half of any trea- 
sure that might come to light. Col. Schnei- 
der immediately left for Corfu, whoro he 
was to meet tho old lady, the chief person- 
age at present in tho affair. 

Bursting ok an Iceberg. — A few years ago. 
a French nian-of-wiir was lying at anchor in 
Temple Hay ; the younger officers resolved on 
amusing themselves with an iosberg, a mile 
and more distant in the straits. They made 
sumptuous preparations for a picnic upon the 
very top of it, the mysteries of which they were 
curious to. see.

When, 
liko thoughtless children, they had played 
themselves weary, the old alabaster of Green- 
land mercifully suffered them lo gather up 
their toys, and go down to their cockle boat, 
and flee away. As if the time and distance 
were measured, ho wailed until they could see 
it and live, whoil, as if his heart had been vol- 
canic lire, ho burst with awlul thunders, and 
rilled the surrounding waters with his ruius. A 
more astonished little party seldom comes home 
to tell tho story of their papic.

ing, and where children nf ten years old are 
known to consume as many an forty cigars 
in a day." 

The use of tobacco rarely produces lip 
cancer in youth. Almost nil Bouison's pa- 
tients had passed the ago of forty. In indivi- 
duals ol iho humbler classes, who smoke 
short pipes and tobacco of inferior quality, 
the diseases is more frequent than with the 
rich, who smoke cigars or long pipes. It 
becomes evident, therefore, that it is owing 
more to Iho constant application of heat to 
the lips, than to the inhaling of the nicotino. 
that the disease is generated. With the 
Orientals, who aro careful to maintain the 
coolness of the mouth-pioce by tho trans- 
mission of the smoke through perforated wa- 
ter, the disease is unknown. 

M Bouisson, whose earnestness in the cause 
does him the utmost credit, advises a general 
crusade to be preached by the doctors of every 
country against the immoderate use ol tobac- 
co, as being the only means of exterminating 
the habit ; because, although the most power- 
ful sovereigns have been powerless in prevent' 
ing it — although Sultan Amu'rail) threatened 
in vain to cut off the noses of those who 
smoked, and Peter the Great vowed direst ven- 
geance against ull smokers, and even the thun- 
ders of tiio Vatican have been hurled against 
them in vain, there is one thing thai man- 
kind holds in more horror than a noseless 
face, or even an excommunicated soul — and 
that is an untimely death. Let young men 
once impressed with this truth, and tho "Art 
of Smoking," which one of our best authors 
has lately extolled as iho finest of the fine 
arts, will soon bo set aside and forgotten.
